None of documents 1-3 cited in the ISR describes a transmission imager in which radiation is 
emitted from a target of a source device and radiation passing through a specimen is sensed by a 
radiation sensor, comprising first and second radiation sensors and wherein the first radiation sensor 
can be moved toward/away from the target and can be disposed farther from the target than the second 
radiation sensor, the target of the source device is opposed to a cathode at an angle, and the source 
device and two radiation sensors are disposed so that the cathode is oriented toward the second 
radiation sensor side; nor is this obvious to a party skilled in the art. 
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
